AY African King with 400 
wives is an impressive per- 
gon. A man with as many wives 
is very important “in that 
part of Africa where [ve 
worked. . You see, a wealthy 
man has no way of spending his 
money and making a big, show, 
except by acquiring wives. His 
Innd costs him tittle, He cares 
little for fine houses, and there 
aren't any banks to hold his 
money. So, wives are his one 


real and sownd investment. 


Every one knows what wives 


ort. So the more wives a native 


has, the greater he is among his 
people, And, after all, these 
African natives have the same 
ambition to be somebody — that 
you'll find among human beings 
everywhere. 


The Afrcians I'm talking of are 
of the Yoruba tribe—about two 


; million people in the tropical 


jungle of Nigeria—a colony of 
West Africa under British Bov- 
ernment. ° 


Beyond the coast fringe, the 
customs of these tribes have not 
been greatly changed by a civili- 
sation. Twas stationed at a town 
called Ondo, an African town of 
30,000 people, a district ‘reputed 
to he the most primitive part of 
Yoruba-Land. 


In any town of appreciable size 
there are hundreds of men with, 
way, ten wives each. Fifty 
wives are nol uncommon. The 
record figure is 400 wives, 
belonging to the wealthy 
Alake of Abeokuta, Of course the 
average native can’t afford any- 
thing like that. He thinks him- 
aelf well off when he scrapes to- 


* gether enough to buy one wife. 


And that may take an ordinary 
native half a lifetime. 


The standard minimum bride 
price id £4, It used to be paid 
in cowry shells, but since British 
administration has brought Bri- 


tish money, it ia now paid in| 


pounds and shillings. The hus- 
band-to-bo pays the sum to the 
bride's family, and it is divided, 
moat of it going to the father and 
mother, and the bride in some 
places getting nbout 10/-, 


So far as 1 could observe, the 
number of wives in a household 
did match a man's financial sta- 
tua, and it also determined his 
preatige, The king of the district 
of Ando, who ruled 60,000 sub- 
jects, auffored in popularity be- 
cause 'he had only 75 wives. One 


of hin subordinate chiefs, a man. 
“named Lisa; was a bigger man In 


the eyes of the people because 
Lien had 200 wives. 


’ The kings and rich mon parade 
their wives to show off their 
wealth. I was present each year 
at one native festival, in which 
thd king and chiefs marched in 
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WIVES FOR PRESTIGE — 


procession with their followers. 
Notables marched in order of 
seniority, shaded by coloured um- 
brellas held over them by im- 
portant — subjects, and around 
them were their wives, dancing. 
The commoners, — who closed 
in to ree the eight, were always 
careful to note the number of 


wives each chief had, and that 


was the main topic of conversa-- 


tion for the reat of the evening, 
It was not that auch and such a 
chief walked third or tenth from 
the king, but how many wives he 
could muster—that interested 
them most. 


The women in the tribes have 
the same eagerness for being im- 
portant that people have in other 
lands. And in their part of the 
African tropics it is an honour to 
belong to a big and flourishing 
household, So, a girl often shares 
her parents’ delight if she is ask- 
ed in marriage by a man who 
already has scores of wives. It’s 
no honour for a woman to have 
a husband all to herself. A girl 
in the Yoruba country may sulk 
and sob if she is destined to he- 
come the bride of a poor man, 
who has just seraped together the 
price of one woman—herself.. 


Each wife has her room in the 
harem, where she is sole mistress. 
And there she lives with her’ chil- 
dren and keeps house with her 
own mats, calabashes, corn, fish 
and other household stores. And 
no one dares tamper with these 
without her express permission. 
They move around visiting, and 
yo out to the farm to work, 
or to the market to trade. These 
African woman go about freely, 
and if seemed to me that, as a 


general rule, they lead a happy, 4 


carefr ife and enjoy to the full 
the social opportunities it offers. 


The firat wife in a large group . 


of wives is usually. raised on a 
plane above the rest, by the hus- 
hand, and she is the mistress of 
the household. The other wives 
are known as — trading wives. 
The head wife stands next to her 
husband, and is consulted by him 
in most of his affairs. Every 
morning every .member of the 
household, except her husband, of 
rourse, must come and give her a 
respectful salute, A man or boy 
must prostrate himeclf before 
her, and a girl or woman must go 
down:on one knee, saying Oke, 
which means “T salute moat res- 
pectfully.” 


The trading wives are the busi- 
negs women of the houschold. 
They do lighter farm work, if 
the household maintains a farm, 
and they go to market with their 
wares, trading them for other 
goods,

N writing about five suit bridge .
